community. Houses were sold 
and moved, pines were set out 
‘and a tower erected for watch- 
ing for forest fires. In giving 
right-of-way to the project, the 
community moved westward for 
four miles. 

In 1938 there were three chair 
factories in Farmers Academy 
community giving employment 
to 15 percent of the families, 
Farmers Academy has suffered 
‘greatly in the past from fires— 
two store houses with their con- 
tents, seven dwelling houses, 
two barns, two churches and @ 
school building. 

Farmers Academy community 


has had many hard working, 
alert, intelligent, thrifty and 


prosperous farmers. The newly 
cleared land was fairly product- 
ive, the woodlands amply sup- 
plied lumber, shingles, rail fen- 
ices and fuel for the farm and 
home, 


In the early 1850’s, the pion- 
eers built their first school 
house in the community. It was 
a one-room structure of split 


-poards. A few square nails and 


its construction, Across one end 
of the room was a large open 


made of sticks and mud, The 
benches were made of split logs 
sttpported by four large pine 
pegs. This school was located a 


of the school, 


Mr. Virgil Albritton of Geneva 
'was the first teacher of this 
| school which bore no definite 
‘name, Among other teachers oi 
[the school were Miss Cordella 
‘White of Haw Ridge, and F. 
| Pierce Hildreth, of Farmers Ac- 
'ademy community. They were 
jhired and paid by the commun- 
ity. The curriculum was solely 
the three R’s, reading, ‘ritin, 
land ’ritmetic. Most of the read- 
jing was from the old blue back 
speller, thus spelling was made 
a part of the reading lesson. All 
writing and arithmetic was done 
on a slate and usually erased on 
a coat sleeve. 


The school term was a few 
weeks each mid-winter and mid- 
summer. The day began when 
the teacher arrived at the school 
house, often very early. There 
was no such thing as tardiness 
for the pupils. When they arri- 


their studies. About mid-morn- 
ing a lengthy recess was given 
and one of the boys would take 
the home-made cedar 
bucket. After -he fetched the 
water, everyone drank from the 
same gourd dipper. The woods 
in one direction was the boys’ 
toilet, and in the opposite di- 
rection was the girls’ woodland 
toilet. 


The children played ‘Hail over’ 
the school house until the teach- 
er rapped his hickory stick ac- 
ross the logs, which meant it 
was time for “books”. Pupils did 
inot ask for permission to leave 
the room. They merely got up, 
walked to the door, took one of 
the two forked sticks from its 
peg and then left the room.

Doctor Thwarted 


In Research Drea 
3estows Hospital 


OKLAHOMA CITY, OKLA.--A 
frustrated researcher, who wanits 
to see his wealth bear fruit in 
medical progress while he is still 
alive, has given away a_ hospital 
here, 

The hospital, a private psychi 
tric institution, valued at $250,000, 
goes to the new Oklahoma medical 
research foundation. Dr Coyne H. 
Campbell, a 45 year old physician 
who has practiced psychiatry here 
since 1933, is turning the Spencer 
Road sanitarium on the outskirts 
of Oklahoma City over to the re- 
search group. There was a touch of 
regret in his remarks as he an- 
nounced his donation, 


“Tl always wanted to do medical 
research,"’ he explained, ‘‘but I got 
sidetracked into clinical medicine. 
This gift will compensate in part 
for my not having done research, 
Also I had rather make this gift at 
the age of 45 and see something 
come of it, than wait until I am 75 
to give it. 

“IT can now see the fruits of my 
labor benefit other persons.” 


Once ‘‘Sidetracked”’ 


Dr. Campbell indicated he was 
‘sidetracked’ from his own re- 
search ambitions simply by a com- 
bination of circumstances, On gain- 
ing his medical degree at the 
University of Chicago in 1928 he 
started a general practice in Fred- 
erick, Okla. But then his, interests 
were suddenly switched to the field 
of psychiatry when he was named 
assistant superintendent of the 
Western Oklahoma state hospital. 

This interest carried him into the 
specialized psychiatric field with 
graduate study at the Chicago In- 
stitute of Psychoanalysis. Complet- 
ing this work he returned to Okla- 
homa to establish his own psychia- 


| tric clinic, 


The doctor, who sees ‘‘no point in 
amassing great wealth,’’ severed 
all proprietry interest in the sani- 
tarium with his donation to the 
medical foundation. But last week, 
within a week of the original deal, 
Dr. Campbell agreed to ‘the request 
of the research foundation's offi- 
cials to stay on at the sanitarium 
as its director. 

The foundation wanted him to 
take a 10 year contract guarantee- 
ing the position but Dr, Campbell 
would have none of that. 


No Conditions Attached 

"The gift was made without any 
conditions as to the use to which 
the property will be put,’’ the doc- 
tor explained. ‘Therefore I do not 
want the foundation to be bound by 
contract to employ me to operate 
the sanitarlum for any specified 
period of time." 

He therefore agreed to stay on 
“at the convenience of the founda- 
tion’’ at $500 a month. He.also will
